There ig much tv be said for using 
the scoepted musical language, but there 
can be no defense of an arbitrary rule 
which requires the spoken dialogue of “Fi- 
delio,” tor example, to be giver in recita- 
tive, making of the opera a musical patch- 
work, with here a bit of Becraoves and 
there a bit of Batra. Conformity to this 
rule has never been popular out of this 
country, and even here many doubt 
whether spoken dialogue on the Italian 
stage must of necessity be followed by 
catastrophe. Where the composer has 
written recitative, uce i where he has not, 
why, out of supersiitious regard tor prece- 
dent, change the conditions upon which he 
based his effects? 


Music a century back was the delight ot 
afew. The pet of fashion and the hobby 
of “pefsons of distinction,’ opera had to 
be supported by fashion and “persons ol 
distinction” as best it could. The amuse 
ment was expensive—not so much so be- 
cause of large salaries to be paid as on ac 
count of its votaries forming only a smal! 
and exclusive set; help {rom the general 
public was neither available aor desired, 
while even a large secuuon of the educated 
classes kept aloof Opera thus became a 
sort of co-operative business with which 
outsiders had nothing to do and about 
which they were not consulted. This was 
the only possible acheme at the time, but 
there is reason for complamt that it has 
been adhered to ever since in defiance 
of the teachimg of experience and the 
dictates of common sense. We may 
take as an axiom that anything persist 
ently unfortunate is so in spite rather than 
because of Fonruns, who never entirely 
deserts what she u permitted to favor. 
Apply this to opera, the progress of 


elty not eo much of art as of artists, and 
pot sco much ef male artists as of female 
The strength of his programme lies first in 
his prima donna, next—a leng way behind 
—in the balance of his troupe; and, last 
and least, in the works he means to pro- 
duce. The chiel of these divisions can be 
subdivided— tor there are prima donna and 
prima donna into first ladies heavy and 
light, first ladies imposing and piquant 
first ladies young and—out of their teens 
Ot these the light, piquant and 
young, even though they sing as 
badly as PicooLom <I sung, sre much 
more valuable than their sisters, who may 
be artists as great as Parera Rossa. A 
supply of the former is to 
success. The latter will do well eough 
to stop gaps or to carry on business till 
those arrive for whese coming a sensation- 
loving audience impatiently waits. Then, 
perhaps, the glorious music of Bag THOVEN 
or CHERUBIAI has to make way for flimsy 
Italian tunes, and the masterpieces of dra- 
matic composition for others which are to 
them “as | to Hencuies.” In fact, opera 
with us is mainly a display of the persona! 
charms and graces of women, with which, 
to quote the words of « distinguished 
critic, “the deep poetry and dramatic ex- 
pression of ‘Fipg.10,’ the classic sublimity 
Ms, and the gorgeous beauty of 
Genen Tew,’ weigh as nothing in 
comparison.” The audiences have been cor 
rupted by this.” The fashion of fashiona- 
bles disregards the claims of art. lt is 
en rogle to arrive late The man or wo- 
man who sees the Commendatore killed by 
Don Grovannt, or hears the overture to 
“Fipe.io,” is not of the bon ton. Again, it 
is “correct” not to be too much engrowed 
by what takes place on the stage, when a 
popular prima donna is off it. At such 
times one does well to chat with neighbors 
or take stock of the house, though the 
finest music pass unregarded. 

We need to popularizeopera. We need 
to emancipate it from the thraidom of the 
aristocracy. We need to make it the mu- 
sic of the people. A sensation-loving, 
Mare audience cannot be catered for with- 
ut vast expense. It would effectually 
punish any effort to carry on the season by 
means of a good working company, select 


ed with a ew to the exigencies of art 
fact, as they have already lost its practical 


alone. To the steady, moderate light of 
fixed stars, It prefers the fitful brilliancy-of 
asequence of meteors. Hence the huge 
compames, maintained at a cost positively 
astounding, and, sooner or later, inevitably 
ruinous.
